The "Times" on French Ministerial 
Policy — Chinese Executed for 
Missionary Massacres. 



Horrible Outrages at Trebizond-Brit- 
aln and the Nicaragua Canal— 
German Socialism. 



London, Nov. 4. —A dispatch to the 
Daily Telegraph from Vionno, says that 
highly roepeotablo Europoan eye witnesses 
write horrible descriptions of tbo Trebizond 
maaaaorca. Feet,' hands, ears, eyeB and 
tongues were severed, ib is said, before the 
Armenians wero despatched. The Athenian 
journals of to-day atfirm that the Sultan has 
appcalod for the protection of the Engliih 
Hoot against tho machinations of the Yourjg 
Turks. 

Commenting upon the Nicaragua canal 
tho Chronlclo soys thiB morning in face of 
tho present feeling in America over Vene- 
zuela and the Monroe doctrine there io not 
much inducement for a BritiBh partnership, 
still a congressional guarantee is not every- 
thing, and undoubtedly our money will be 
neodod, and with France doeply involved at 
Panama we stand in relation to the Nicar- 
agua enterprise in a stronger position than 
we did when Do Lesseps commenced the 
Suez canal works, 

London, Nov. 5,— Tho ParU correspon- 
dent of the 'limes praises tho cabinet for 
having the courage to advanoe frankly a 
radical policy whose premeditated ambigu- 
ities scarcely conoeal the roal goal towards 
which they tend. " Such business," he 
goes on to say, " is a new thing to Franco, 
who thus knows whither it is desired to 
lead her and may choose to follow or not." 

A despatch from Shanghai says that the 
five loaders of the Kuohong massacres were 
executed ab F03 Chow on Monday. 

Tho rebellion of tho Dungans in the north- 
west portion of China is extending seriously 
and now embraces the whole of the province 
of Kaneu. The Uhineso government has dis- 
patched all the troops of tho garrison of 
KaBhgar to the aoone of the uprising and 
has appointed Li Hung Chang imperial com- 
missioner extraordinary, to direct, measures 
to suppress the rebellion. 

Owing chiefly to agricultural depression, 
aovoral packs of hounds have reoently been 
abandoned in England and only one now 
one has boen formed, Among the reoruits 
in the hunting fields is King Khama, on 
African ruler, who was friendly to the 
British during the war with King Lobongu- 
la, which resulted in the annexation of 
Mataboleland to tho British African colon- 
ies. King Khama made his debut with 
Lord Galway's hounda, riding with spirit 
and keeping well to tho front. 

Varwarts, tho SocialiBtio organ, Bays that 
Herr Llebnecht la boing prosecuted for the 
speech he made in opening the annual 
Socialist congress at Breslau. Herr Lieb- 
necht said on that occasion : "The highest 
authority In the land throws down the 
gauntlet and insults us. Lot ua take up 
the challenge. No matter who he is 
who casts this mud at us, he is 
incapable of touching ua, for we are above 
his inaultB." This was in reference to an 
anti-aoolalist Bpeeoh mado by Emperor Wil- 
liam. Herr Liebknooht conoluded his 
speech by Baying : " The German Empire 
will first collapse and then socialism will 
triumph. A violation of universal suffrage 
would bo equivalent to the doath warrant of 
the Imperial government." 



THE BATTLE SHIP "MAINE." 

Defects In Her Construction— " Ashamed to 
Look Any Other Craft In the Face.'' 

Nkw Youk, Nov. 3.—" When the Maine 
goes to sea to-morrow," Bald an officer of the 
Now York navy yard, "she will h-ive tho 
appoarance of boing ashamed to look any 
other craft in the face." She is lying at tho 
coal wharf just Inside tho limits of the navy 
yard, and one glance showod that something 
was radically wrong with the way she float- 
ed. With her ncso down In tho water, the 
oilioer'a simile that she seemed ashamed to 
look any other ship in tho face waB a par- 
ticularly happy ono. Not only was tho 
Maine's fore and afb trim wholly out of har- 
mony with all recognized rules of ship-shape 
condition, but thero was also an ugly list 
to starboard, that is the right hand side of 
the ship, looking forward, was sunk deeper 
than the loft hand sldo. The facts aro that 
tho Maine draws throe feet more forward 
thau she does aft ; that she leans over to 
starboard considerably ; that being now 
ready for sea, having taken aboard her full 
coal supply of 800 tons and her complete 
outfit of men, stores and ammunition, her 
defootlvo flotation lines must be duo to 
radical and permanent causes, and not to a 
more temporary misplacing of her weights. 

NEWFOUNDLAND "COAL DISCO VEK- 
IE8. 

The Ore Scum Traced Ont Estimated to 
Contain Over Eleven Million Tons. 

St. Johns, Nov. 1— (Spooial)— Tho pros- 
pootivo advantages to Newfoundland in- 
volved in the recont coal discoveries fill 
tho whole publio mind. Tho one seam 
traced out, and from which the specimens 
wore taken, oxtends twelvo miles long, half 
a mllo wide and livo feet thick. Geological 
Surveyor Howley estimates that it contains 
over eloven million tons, and if the mines 
are dovotod to supplying tho coal neodod in 
tho colony alone, which would be 200,000 
tons every year, it wonld retain within the 
oolony §800,000 annually sent abroad to 
purchase- coal. 

A MULTI-MURDERER. 

A German Storekeeper and Ills Sister AccnBod 
of Having Committed Murders at 
AVbolesale. 

Bkklin, Nov. 4. — Tho trial wae opened 
to-day at Prenlcw of a storekeeper named 
Herman Springatoln and his married sister, 
Augusta Bock, on tho charge of poisoning 
Springetein'a wife last March, and also of 
having committed a series of murders be- 
tween the years 1888 and 1802, during 
which period Springsteln'a wife, Augusta 
Book's husband, her son, and another wo- 
man are said to havo boon poisoned with tho 
view of obtaining the money for which their 
lives were Insured. 



FBENCH POLICY. 

The Declaration of the Bourgeois Ministry 
Coolly Kacotved-It Ib Regarded as 
Too Vacne. 

Paris, Nov. 4 — The measures to be in- 
troduced by the new government inolude 
an Income tax bill, and a bill to prohibit 
members of the legislature from becoming 
directors of financial or commercial under- 
takings having any transactions with |tho 
government. The declaration of polioy 
also promises the government support for 
various suggested reforms in the criminal 
law. The government will also introduco 
moasures incended to defend tho Fronoh 
peasantry againBt internationalspeoulations, 
for the formation of a oolonial army, etc. 
Tho declaration of policy is of unusual 
length, and vaguely doscrlbes tho govern- 
ment's radical aspirations. 

In the senate the outlining of tho policy 
of tho Bourgeois ministry was rocoived with 
oxtromo coolness with tho exception of tho 
paBsages reforring to the roform in the crim- 
inal law, which la understood to bo aimed at 
the anarohistB, and tho reforencoB to the al- 
liance with Russia. In the chamber of 
doputloa, when tho declaration of policy 
was road, great enthusiasm was displayed 
from the radical and socialistic benches. 
Elsowhere the reading of the document was_ 
coolly received.

The Government Likely to Tiike Action 
Against D. 8. Fishermen in 
Hecate Channel. 



GALLANTRY APPRECIATED. 

Sixteen Spanish Soldiers Released By Cuban 
Insurgents In Appreciation of Their 
Bravery. 

Havana, Nov. 4.— Djtalls whloh havo 
boen received here from Cienfuegos, regard- 
ing the release of the six teon Spanish sol- 
diers who were captured by the Insurgents 
during the engagement fought at Tardio, 
Ojo de Agua, nesr Cienfuegos, Province of 
Santa Clara, bdow that sixty-four Spanish 
Boldlora yesterday made a gallant stand 
against 1,200 insurgents. Tho aoldiors were 
commanded by Col. Valle, Major Sanchez 
and Captains Navarro and Rio, who were 
among those captured and released by Rego, 
the Insurgent leader. The latter was the 
first to greet the Spanish officers and em- 
bracing Col. Valle, ho Bald : 

1 Return to your comrades, heroes ; you 
aro are an honor tu tho Spanish nation, and 
I am proud to be able to boaat of descend- 
ing from auch people." 

Then followed a touching moment, during 
which Spaniards and Cubans embraced each 
other and bade each other farewell, the 
Cubans shouting as the Spaniards went 
away, " Adioa, vallentes Eapanolee." The 
Spanish soldiers, nearly all of whom were 
wounded, were Well cared for while in 
the hands of the insurgents, and ate at the 
same tablo as General Rego. The action of 
tho Cubans haB caused no little good feeling 
towards them.

Though tho proBpectUB is not 
yet out numerous sharea have been subscrib- 
ed for. The officers are Jonathan Millor, 
postmaster, president ; Dr. Milne, Viotorla, 
vico-prosident ; J. J. Banfield, secretary. 
The object of the company, whioh is purely 
Canadian, is to encourage Eastern Canadian 
capital to invest in the mines of the prov- 
ince. J. J. Banfiold goea East shortly to 
complote arrangements. Among the direct- 
ors are EmorBon Coatsworth, M.P., EaBt 
Toronto ; R. A. Pyne, Registrar of 
tho College of PhysicianB and 
Surgoons, Toronto ; D. L Lookerby, 
wholesale grocer, Montreal ; W. B. Stevonr, 
Manager of the Wostern Truat and Loan 
Company, Montroal ; BoDjjmin Douglas, 
Westminster; A. Williams, M.P.P ; J. 
MacqUillan, manager of the Dominion Build- 
ing Association, Vancouver, and many other 
loading Canadians, Tho mining boom is 
practically on here and tho object of tho 
oompany is patriotio as woll aB industrial, 
and all possible will bo done to prevent 
American capitalists corralling the host 
mining properties in the province, Com- 
missions from Eastern capitaliats have al- 
ready beon obtained to acquiro suitablo min- 
ing properties.

Steamships Between St. John and Liv- 
erpool—Parcel Post to Homr- 
kong— Judicial. 

(From Our Own Corrosoondont.) 

Ottawa, Nov. 4.— Tho government is 
likely (0 take some action regarding the en- 
croachments of American fishing companies 
in Hecate Channel. 

An influential deputation representing the 
Beaver line steamships and tho City of St. 
John had an interview with Sir Mackenzie 
Bowoll and Hon. Messrs. Fostor and Ives, 
In rogard to the projoot to mako St. John a 
Canadian winter port, They aaked a sub- 
sidy of S25.000 to tbo Beaver lino to run a 
fortnightly line of Bteamora between St. 
John and Liverpool. Tho Premier pointed 
out, that any water lino from Canada to be 
succe8Bful muat give ratea to produce from 
the Western portion of tho Dominion as 
favorable as from the United States ports, 
and was assured that the oompany would 
give rates fully as low as those of any Am- 
erican line. The deputation went away 
well satisfied. 

Postmasters havo been notified that a 
direct parcel post service between Canada 
and the Brlbish colony of Hongkong has gone 
into effect via Vanoouver. The rates are 
very reasonable, being only 16 oenba per 
pound. 

U.S. Consul Riley has been informed that 
the government will order the roloaBe of the 
Gloucester fishing schooner Nicholson, fonnd 
guilty of contravening the convention of 
1818, on payment of a fino of S1.000, the 
government waiving all proceedings In bhe 
Admiralty court for the oonfieoatlon of the 
vesBel. 

William White, Q C , of Shorbrooke, waa 
to-day appointed a Superior oourt judge of 
Quebec, vice Mr. Justice BrookB resigned. 

R. S. White's appointmenb aB collector of 
customs at Montreal will likely be made to- 
morrow. 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Session of the Provincial Legislature Before 
Meeting of Dominion Parliament— 
A List of Fatalities. 

WINNIPEG, Nov. i,— (Speoial)— It is re- 
ported here that the Greenway government 
has deoided to hold anothor session of the 
legislature before tho meeting of the Dom- 
inion parliament in January, in order to 
adopt a reply to tho Dominion government 
on the school question. 

William MoCurdy died at the hospital 
yesterday from the results of an accident on 
the C.P.R. a short distance east of the city. 
MoCurdy came two rnonthB ago with bhe 
Ontario farmers' excursion, and engaged 
with a farmer near Brandon, from whom be 
was unable to collect his wages. Being 
without money he endeavored to steal a ride 
home on a freight train and succeeded in 
getting as far as Rennio, when he fell be- 
tween the cars and had hie leg taken off. 
Ho waB brought back to hospital where his 
wound waB dressed, bub he succumbed to 
tho Bhook. McCurdy waa about 24 years of 
age, and came from Viorma, Oat. 

Mrs. Mossier, of St. Jean, attempted to 
drown herself in Red river while tem- 
porarily insane. She has been placed in the 
Insane asylum. 

Albert Tees, a street railway conductor, 
died yesterday. Felix Trudeau, a butcher 
of St Boniface, died on Saturday. Georgo 
Waddlngham, a pioneor of tho Calf Moun- 
tain district, is dead. He came west in 
1878 

Charles Day, who was injured at a thresh- 
ing near Somors, is dead. 

The provlnoial voters' lists In all the 
Manitoba constituencies wero closed to-day 
and nameB can now be added only at the 
court of revision. In the Winnipeg con- 
stituencies, although apparently very little 
interest is taken, the lists will be muoh 
larger than last year. 

Cecil Slado, wno represents leading Lon- 
don capitalists, passed through the aity to- 
day on routo home from tho British Colum- 
bia mines. Mr. Slado spoke in high terms 
c] British Columbia for mining. He said 
tho Rosaland district bad perhaps Impressed 
him the most, while tbo Silver King mine 
ab Nolaon was one of the beat operated. His 
ruport will bo highly favorable. 

Lieut. -Governor Mackintosh arrived hero 
to-day with hiB family en route to Ottawa r 
where they will take up their residence for 
tho wintor. 

Sergeant Haywood, of Vanoouvor, is here 
to give evidence agaiuet Farr, whom he ar- 
rested for arson and attempted murdor.

BRITAIN'S POSITION. 

The Sltuntfon Dangerous-Will War Be 
Averted ?— Opinions, of Some of the Best 
Informed Journals. 

LONDON, Nov. 4 — The nowspapots are 
trying to put on a bold front in the faoo of a 
situation whioh ia labeled " dangerous," by 
oven tho moat conservative people, but it 
would appear that Groat Britain is more 
than likely to find herself in a state of freez 
ing isolation. In the far E iBt hor diplomats 
have been boldly and uleverly out man- 
euvred by thoso of Russia uud in the Armen- 
ian question ft ia feared that Ruaaia and 
France are moro than proparod to leavo her 
in tho lurch whon ib suits them. Regarding 
tho situation in the far East, in the highest 
political clrclea in England, aa well as among 
tho European powors generally, no doubt 
exists that extensive concessions in Man- 
churia havo beon givon by China to Russia. 

The old established Saturday Review 
takes an alarming view of tho Eastern altua 
tion, saying : " We are faoo to faoa with 
the faob thab Russia Intonda toaeizeaa much 
of Northwestern China aa aho can assimilate, 
while France is resolved to oxtend her em- 
plre from Slam Into Southwest China, and 
this division of territory wo cannot allow," 

The St. Jamoa Gazette alluding to tho 
danger ahead, aaya : " It Is such aa to 
make us anxious not to loao time in getting 
our naval and military armaments in as 
completo a etato of cfliclonoy aa clroum 
stances will allow. Ib ia understood a moab 
important oxohango of mesBagoa haa boon 
taking placo at tho foreign offico, although 
the officials there still profess to bollovo tho 
dangor has boon greatly exaggerated. Tho 
general opinion, however, is that Europe 
may be congratulated if war ia averted." 

Tho Poet, Conservative, in an oditorlul 
congratulating President Clovoland upon 
perooiving tho real drift of American opinion 
away from jingoism, oxproasos ita thanks to 
Sonator Chandler for being tho involuntary 
instrument of eliciting from the Now York 
papr s additional testimony, if any were 
wanted, to tho truth of Ralph Waldo Emor- 
aon'B words : " The rolling oooan which in- 
tervenes cinnot ofloct tho Briton in our 
blood." 

Despite tho fact thab the Colonial office 
has received no confirmation of the report 
from Accra that tho King of Ashanti has re- 
fusod to accedo to tho ultlmatixm of Great 
Britain, a telegram from Accra to Router's 
Agency to-day confirms the Associated 
Press diBpatoh of Thuraday from Aoora 
that the King had rejected tho ultimatum, 
and that ho prefers war and is prepared for 
ib. It is true thab the King has Bent no 
formal message in regard to tho rejection of 
the ultimatum, and none is expected, but 
the ultimatum haa neverthelosa beon reject- 
ed. 

Lo Figaro, of Paris, commenting on the 
Venezuelan affair, aays : "The diaputo be- 
bwoen England and Venezuela is worth 
watching on account of the proximity of the 
British and American fleets. Prudence 
recommends they should not be left too long 
togothor for tho intonso hatred of tho Am- 
ericans towards tho Old Country is appal- 
ling. 



FllOM THE YUKON. 

Well Equipped Canadian Fortifications Es- 
tablished—The Miners Ifavo not Been 
Successful This Season. 

Port Townsend, Nov. 4.— A party of 
minors from the head waters of the Yukon 
river have arrived and report thab the Cana- 
dian government is establishing well 
oqulppod fortifioations commanding Btrategio 
points of Forty Milo Creek and elaowhere 
along the supposed international boundary 
line. A large party of tho Canadian mili- 
tary pollco are exploring tho country for 
mountain passes both in Alaska and the 
Canadian territory. The loop of Forty Mile 
Creek runs Into Britiah territory, and to 
reach the most valuable mines it is necessary 
for American minors to go through portions 
of it. The river Is narrow and the police 
havo erected on tho overtowerlng cliffs for- 
tresses whioh completely guard travel on 
tho river. At aoveral othor points breast- 
works of stone have also been ereoted. On 
the.wholo the action of tho police IndloateB 
preparations to accommodate largo Eimudaof 
militia at various points along the bound- 
ary, particularly in tho vicinity of the placer 
mines. 

Tho pollco are, however, very hind and 
considerate to tho Amorican miners, ren- 
dering them every assistance poaBiblo. In 
the entire area of the country in Britiah ter- 
ritory, small dotachmonts, attirod in citl- 
zana' olothea, have vlaitod tho important 
mining camps of the surrounding country. 
What their object was they would notstato. 
On the British aide aro atationed cum .ram 
and judicial officers, and a good system of 
municipal govornmenb is maintained. Tho 
miners bring nowa that the country last 
Bpring was flooded with fully 'a thousand 
inexperienced men, who ruahed into the 
mines and wero bitterly disappointed, and 
it is now predioted that before tbo approach- 
ing winter is over much Buffering will be 
experienced. There ia not enough food in 
bhoJinincB to bat through the winter. Last 
winter provisions ran short, hundreds of 
minorB becoming allllctod with scurvy und 
threo died. The minora havo not been very 
successful thia season.

Case for and Against Her Forfeiture 
Heard in the Admiralty 
Court Yesterday. 



Defence Claim She Was Sailing Home 
and Not Loitering to Hunt 
Seal. 

The Grub of the trials of tho sealers seized 
for alleged contravention of the Behring Sea 
act was held yesterday before Chief Justice 
Davio, local judgo in Admiralty. It was 
tho case of the Crown against tho schooner 
Shelby. The statement of claim seta forth 
that on May 11 the schoonor Shelby, Gapt 
Clausen, was eeized by the U. S. cutter Cor- 
win in latitude 52' 52' 10" N., and long- 
titude 134° 10' 5S" W., a point within tho 
prohibited waterB of the Pacific ocean, as 
defined by tho Behring Soa award act, 
180-1 ; that she was fully manned for Heal- 
ing, and was employed in killing seal 
within prohibited waters. 

The statomont of defonco denies that the 
Shelby was used for sealing after Aprli ill), 
(when the clcse season begins) and states 
that when Bhe was seized Bho was legally 
within tho prohibited waters, as she was 
pursuing hor voyago home. 

Tho Crown was represented at tho trial 
by Hon. C E Pooley, Q C , Mr. H. Dallas 
Helmcken, Q C , appearing for tho dofenoe. 

Tho caco naturally exoited considerable 
interest among Boating men, who formed a 
largo proportion of tho spectators, and thero 
was also a sprinkling of Britiah and United 
States naval officers, soveral of them in uni 
form. 

L'eut. Hall, of the Corwin, was tho first 
witness. Ho had boarded tho Shelby on 
May 1 1 in lat. 52° 52' 10" N. and long. 134 
10' 5S", about sixty miles west of the centre 
of tho Qaeen Charlotte Islands. On making 
a search of the vessel he had found Bhe had 
a general sealing outfit aboard. Ho exam- 
ined a few of tho Goatskins in the hold, but 
was not expert enough to say how long they 
had been killed. He took the sohooner to 
Sitka, 260 miles from thero, arriving at 
Sitka on the 13th. Tho wind from May 
to May 13 was mostly northerly. The pre- 
vailing oharactor of tho wind in those waters 
during that part of the year was, he had 
learned from data collected by others, gen- 
erally western, and therefore would have 
been favorable to the Shelby's coming home 
to Victoria. He oould not spoak of his own 
knowledge as that was his first cruise in the 
North P.icific. 

The official and ship's logs and an official 
chart of the ourroulo was hero put in by the 
Crown. By the curront chart tho witness 
pointed out, that where the Shelby was 
boarded the current was generally Bouth 
and somowhat less than a knot an houar. 

Beujimin Liwronsen, the gunner of tho 
Corwin, had examined soveral Bkins on the 
Shelby and believed them to have been 
freshly salted as they were white and 
bloody. 

Commander Moggridgo, R N. , of H.M S. 
Royal Arthur, was an important witneBs for 
the Crown. By the schooner's log tie pricked 
out on a chart tho position of the Shelby "n 
April 30 as lat. 5S° 30' N. ; long, 139" 30' 
VV., about 70 miles duo weBt of Latuya bay. 
Ho also pricked off the position of the 
Bchooner when boarded, and showed that 
between April 30 and May 11 she had sailed 
400 mileB approximately. Examining the 
log from May 1 to May 1L to find 
out whether by the prevailing winds 
thovesBelwas in her propor position, the 
witness found no distances given in the log 
and only the direction but not velocity of 
tho wind. Judging from the log ho would 
have expected that the vessel in the time 
should have made a greater distance. Her 
propor course Bhould have been K S.E., 
mignetic, and very frequently when tho 
entry of wind in the log would have allowed 
cbatcourso to have been made good, the entry 
in the course column showed she did not 
mako that dirootion. May 2, i and 5 were 
tome of these cases, 

Capt. F. Munger of the U. S. cutter Cor- 
win corroborated Lieut. Hall's evidence as 
to the wind having been mostly from the 
North from May to 11, and also as to the 
currents as pointed out on the chart. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Kelmcken he 
stated that the schooner was headed on her 
proper course when boarded. 

This olosod tho o»bo for tho crown. 

Mr. Helmcken in openiDg for bhe defence 
Baid that tho question to be decided was 
really whether a vessel found in prohibited 
waters on her voyage home was liable to 
seizure. Tho decisions in former caBes in 
this court had boon to the elfect that a ves- 
boI being merely in the prohibited zone did 
not constitute a violation of tho act. This 
was held in tha case of tho Ainoka (vol. 4 
exuhecquer roportd p. 195) The Ainoka 
accounted for her being within the prohibit- 
ed zano. In the case of tho Oacar 
and Hattio it had been hold 
that when a Britiah sealer is 
found in the ^ohibited waters of Behring 
eea, the burden of proof is'upon tho owner 
or maBter to robut by poaitivo ovidonce that 
the. veHsol is not thero uaod or employed in 
contravention of the Soal Fishetln-i Act, 
1891 (23 C. S. R. , C. J., p. 484), the judge 
stating that "wo aro only called upon to 
find whether or not, tho voesol having boen 
takon in prohibited waters, has proved that 
she was thero for a lawful purpose." 

Tho defence claimed tint, though within 
prohibited waters, tho Shelby was no! 
between April 30 and May 11 used in con- 
travention of the Behring Sea act. 

August Ruttan, mato of the Shelby, swore 
that the Sholby stopped sealing on tho after- 
noon of April 30, and all Bail was then sot 
for Victoria. Between that date Hnd May 
1 1, when tho Sholby wua Boizr.d, no aoal wore 
hunted. Ho accounted for tho veBael going 
out of her course by stating that tho navi- 
gating instruments were defeptivo and tbo 
winda light. In oroaa-oxuminntion the wit- 
ness said that ho had takon a N. N. W. course 
on May 1 instead of a E S.E (tho proper 
course for Vlotoria) on account of the wind. 

" How do you then account -for saying 
you sot all sail for Viotoria " ? ho was asked. 
Witness again oxaminod the log and said 
tho entry of the direction muBt havo baeu a 
mistake. 

To the Court — Tho compass was throe or 
four points out, but allowance was made for 
that. 

His Lordship — Then as a matter of fact 
you could ateor almost as well with your 
compaBS as if ib were correct 1 

" Protty nearly," repliod the witncBa. 

Denny Florida, a huntor on tho Sholby, 
and August Schono, cook, both sworo that 
no soaling was dono af tor April 30. 

A. R. Milne, C M.G.. colleotorof customs 
for Viotoria, stated that on May 11 he had 
received o telegram from Ottawa to tho 
offooD that H. M.'s govornmenb had decided 
not to renew tho agroomenb with the United 
Statoa regarding the sealing up of arms on 
sealing vessels. That was tho first 
offioial notice that ho had had that 
the former agreement was countermanded. 

The Courb wlehed to hear the evidence of 
Captain Clanasen, of the Shelby, but ae he

had gone on a halibut-fishing cruise, the 
defence had been unable to call him. 

Mr. Helmcken in closing for the defence, 
reviewed tho evidence and quoted the oases 
ho hid already referred to in support of his 
contention that the Shelby had been legally 
within the prohibited zone. Tho entry of 
May 1 of YV.N.W. was simply an error, and 
it had been shown that no sealing had been 
douo after April . '10. The light winds pre- 
vailing acoounted for tho vessol not making 
better progress. There waB nothing to 
show that tho skins had been secured be- 
tween May 1 and 11 

The C n urt would liko to havo heard the 
Captain's testimony. What he did not 
like was the mato giving so manifestly un- 
truo a roason for tho course, stating that 
the instruments wero bad, yet uftorwarda 
admitting that the dlil'jronce ia tho com- 
piBs was known and allowed for. 

Hen. Mr. Pooley, for tho Crown, argued 
that tho log book showed glaring errors that 
hud not boon satisfactorily explained. Tho 
veBsol ought to have sailed very much fur- 
ther than Bhe did. After eho was aoizsd sho 
made the trip to Sitka, 250 miles, in two 
days, Bhowing eho was a gjod sailor, and re- 
turning to Viotoria aho made tho 750 miles 
in thirteen days. Manifestly the voseel waB 
loitering in tho eea between April 30 and 
May 11 and hunting for seals even if none 
were taken. There was a strong prima 
facie case against tho Shelby, and he folt jus- 
tified in aBking tho condemnation of tho ves- 
sel for having bunttd seals in tho prohibited 
season and in prohibited waters, 
Judgment waB roservod. 
The casea of tho Beatrice and Marvin will 
not como up before Monday next as Captain 
Hooper, of tho Rush, and other witnesses 
had not arrived yesterday.

GROUNDLESS ACCUSATIONS. 

We were greatly surprised to see in one 
of the leading artiolas of Harper's Weekly 
of the 2nd inst., tho following sentences : 

At least Canada should be compelled to 
abstain from violating obligations which 
Great Britain has asaumed through interna- 
tional agreements. But far from exercising 
such compulsion the British Government is 
apparently powerloss to c*rry out Its own 
agreements against the objections of the 
Dominion. It somotlires happens that Can- 
ada violates a British obligation for 
which Great Britain may be called 
to account ; whereupon the Imperial 
Government seems to think that it 
must defend and aid the colony that has 
violated British honor and offended against 
a friendly power. Great Britain, for ex- 
ample, has admitted that £ t> is its duty to 
assist the United States in the effort to pre- 
serve the fur seals in Behring Sea, but both 
Lord RosebBry's and Lord Salisbury's Gov- 
ernments have actually abetted the Cana- 
dian violators of the Paris award who were 
eogaged in killing seals ; while now it is 
feared that Great Britain will at last assent 
to Canada's international copyright law, 
although the Imperial Government oannot 
consent that anyone of its colonies shall 
pirite books copyrighted under our interna- 
tional agreement without being guilty of at 
least an evasion of its obligations to this 
country and to its own authors. 

Harper's Weekly it must be said is most 
unfortunate in the examples it gives of 
Canada's want of respeot of international 
agreements and of Groat Britain's failure to 
restrain Canada from committing breaohes 
of good faith. The charge contained in its 
first example is absolutely false, and accord- 
ing to its own showing neither Canada nor 
Great Britain has committed the seoond 
offenoo. 

The Imperial Government has not at any 
time or under any Premier " abetted the 
Canadian violators of the Paris award." On 
the contrary both the Imperial Government 
and the Canadian Government have done all 
that they could have been expected to do 
to prevont any violation of that award. 
And more than that, the precautions that 
have been taken have been, so far as British 
sealers areconcerned, almost entirely success- 
ful. Up to this timo not a single Rritish vessel 
has been proved to havo been guilty of any 
offefheo at all sorious against that award. 
Last yeor the two offonces with which 
British Boaling shipmasters wore oharged 
wero so trivial that they might hnvobeen pro. 
perly characterized as vexatious, and this 
yoar but ono British vesBel was seized upon 
tho charge of killing seals with forbidden 
weapons, and in this solitary caBe tho charge 
amounts to little more than a suspicion, one 
skin among a considerable number having a 
holo !n it that appeared to the oaptain of 
tho cutter Rush as if it had been mado with 
a bullet. Iu this oaao, far from tho Imperial 
Government " abetting " tho alleged of- 
fender, tho validity of tho selzuro wbb ro- 
cognized by tho commander of a British 
ship of war in Behriog Sea, and thuowners 
of the vessel are hold to answer the al- 
leged offence In a Dominion oourt of law, 
Another British vouaol was seized, not for 
killing Boals contrary to tho provisions of 
tho Paris award, but for having her log ir- 
rogularly kept. A third was seized off Quoen 
Charlotto Islands on May 1 1 , on eusplaion of 
having taknn skins during tho close season, 
and hor owners also wero promptly called to 
aaoount. This case was tried yesterday, in 
the Admiralty oourt here. Thore was cer- 
tainly no aiding or abotting in any of those 
cases. 

If Harper's Wookly had mado the in- 
quiries it should havo made boforo prefer- 
ring such a serious charge ogainpt tho Gov- 
ernment of Groat Britain and tho Govern- 
ment of the Dominion of Canada it would 
have loarncd that due precautions are taken 
by tho Customs authorities of tho Dominion 
to prevont tho killing of Boals contrary to 
tho terms of the ParlB award. Every vosael 
engaged in Boaling is duly registered, an aa- 
oount is taken of her outfit, tho number of 
men engaged and tho woaponB to bo ut~ J 
killing tho seals. A copy of rules 
regulations la which the tornu of 



award, as far as the Sealers are concerned, 
are concisely stated and printed on the back 
of tho Iioense which every Sealer is required 
to take out, It is simply impossible 
for a vessel to leave tho port of Victoria for 
the sealing grounds without her destination, 
whother tho coast of Japan or Behring Sea, 
and all other particulars being known to 
the CustomB authorities. 

It is not likely that Harpor's Weekly will 
accuse the captains of the American cuttirB 
of want of either vigilanco or zaal. As a 
matter of fact they wero most vigilant and 
most zealous ; but, watchful ob they were, 
they did not during the two last seasons Snd 
a single British sealing vessel within the 
sixty mile limit. And all of them, wo hear, 
wero boarded two or three times by the com- 
manders of the cruisers. 

There were American sealers in Behring 
Sea, and at least one of them was seized for 
being found within the sixty mile limit more 
than onoe, and othors of them are said to 
have been not at all oareful where they 
hunted. Would it be fair or reasonable to 
assert that tho United States Government 
aided and abetted thorn In acting in contra- 
vention of tho Paris Award 1 

Whon the Imperial Government gives its 
assont to a Canadian copyright law of such 
a nature as will lay It open to the charge of 
evading its obligations to the United States 
and to British authors it will bo time enough 
to accuse it of permitting Canada to prevail 
upon it to disregard Its national obligations. 
It has nob done so yet. 



A " PREPOSTEROUS SYSTEM." 

We are often told that overy Englishman 
of standing and ability Is a free trader. 
This statement is not truo, and its untruth- 
fulness Is becoming more and more apparent 
every day. We aro continually soeing in 
tho newspapers and reviews paragraphs and 
passages which go to show that thore are 
many men of standing and ability in Great 
Britain who are strongly opposod to the 
national policy of free trade. Here is ono of 
those passagOB. It occurs in an article in 
the Fortnightly Review for Ootobor, bear- 
ing the title of "The Foreign Polioy of 
England, by Captain J. W. Gambler, R N." 
It runB : 

" Of all nations on earth, through 
our preposterous system of ono- 
aided trade we aro the most qulnerable. 
We cannot Inflict a single blow on any coun- 
try except that of arms. A heavy duty on 
their imports on all the millions tbey pour 
into England, would bring any foreign na- 
tion more quickly to its senses than all the 
diplomatic notes that wero over penned." 

This ie the simple truth and it is not very 
long ago Blnce Lord Salisbury himaelf said 
something very like it. The tail twisters of 
the United States would be compelled to 
koep civil tongues in their heads if thoy 
knew that thoir loud boasts and insolent 
threats might lose them a market for their 
breadstuffs and provisions. A great deal 
less would bo heard about the Monroe doo- 
trino if there was any ohanoo of the British 
Parliament at its next session imposing a 
duty on pork and lard. Great Britain pours 
its gold into the United States every year 
without stint and gives ita farmers the best 
prices that are to bs had in all the world for 
their produce, and the only thanks it gets 
for its liberality is unbounded abuse and a 
prohibitory tariff.

The greater number of the jingoos wo are 
very aure have no notion that their wild talk 
about tbs Monroe doctrine involves the 
consequences that aro implied in the above 
shrewd and sensible questions. They 
do not dream that before the 
Monroe doctrine could be applied as 
thoy would apply it, the United States 
must become either tho protector or 
the absorber of every republic and 
colony on this continent, that it must be 
prepared to relieve them of all national re- 
sponsibilities, to take up thoir quarrels, 
whother just or unjust, to become responsi- 
ble for their debts and to superviso all their 
dealings with foreign countries ; and all this 
whethorthose states and dependencies are 
willing to accept the United States as su- 
preme diotator and general intermoddlar 
or not. A little reflection and a few more 
hints from tho New York Posb and some 
patriotic man may porhapscon vlnco them how 
utterly sonsoleBS their " hollering " is. And 
It may be that in little more than a year 
from the present date they will suddenly 
realize that the time for "hollering" has gone 
by and thoy will become quiet for the sim- 
ple, and to thorn sufficient, reason that for 
tho next throe years or so there is nothing 
to bo gained by keeping up the noise. 



We are glad to seo thab there are Ameri- 
can newspapers that can dkcuBS the Monroe 
dootrino rationally. Most of them take 
leave of their senses when they discourse on 
that exciting subject. They not only show 
that they do not understand the dootrino, 
but that they have not the remotest Idea of 
the responsibilities which the Government of 
the United States would take upon itself if 
It adopted and acted upon their interpreta- 
tion of it. This, however,, is not tho case 
with the New York Post, one of the ablest 
if nob tho very ablest of American newspa- 
pers. Ib evidently regards the jingo 
articles on the Venezuelan quostion 
with not a little amusoment. 
Jt sees that firo-eating editors havo not tho 
moat ron.oto idea of tho truo significance of 
their tall talk about tho Monroe dootrine 
or of its applicability to tho boundary dia« 
puto botwoon Groat Britain and Venezuela, 
In ordor, wo presnme, to bring them to thoir 
souses and to lead thorn to understand their 
own vaporings, it aaks thorn a number of 
quoatlons, which the greater number of them 
would find it impossible to answer. Aftor 
commenting rather scornfully and aharply on 
their " holloring," the Posb goes on to say ; 

Consequently wo hold that our Jingoos 
owo it to themselves, as well as to tho coun- 
try which has produced thorn, to work out 
their plan for our bone&b, in somo form 
whioh foreigners will accept as emanating 
from a rational souroo. A bit of construc- 
tive work of this kind would bo a capital 
oxoroiso for Lodge and RooBovolt and the 
newspaper youths who aro taking a hand In 
the controversy. If they will answer tho 
following questions, wo will carefully oj.- 
amino their paper, and give thorn tho hlghost 
marks which a decent rogard for the national 
reputation will permit : 

Do you oxpoct foreign nations to submjt 
to any injuries the South Amorican re- 
publics may inflict on them, without redress 1 

Do you propose to stand between them 
and foreigners, and bocomo responsible for 
their wrongfnl acts ? 

Can you bocomo thus responsible safely 
without claiming and oxoroising control 
ovor thoir governments yourselves, so that 
thoy may not drag you into war against 
your will ~ 

Could you oxorciBO this control without 
tho establishment of protectorates, with 
roBldents to watoh them 1 

Havo you any intention of establishing 
suoh protectorates, and havo you any reason 
to beliovo tho South Americans would ac- 
copt them 1 « f 

Does tho Monroe dootrine oblige you to 
give them a froodom from responsibility to 
wards forolgn powors whioh you have never 
claimed for yoursolves 1

AN OLD DISPUTE. 

Tho Vent zuolan boundary question, about 
which so much is heard just now, is not by 
any means new. It is one hundrod years 
old and moro. Guiana until a hundred 
yoars ago belongod to tho Dutch. While it 
was in thoir possession thoro were disputes 
between the Dutoh authorities and the Gov- 
ernor of the Spanish settlements In tho ter- 
ritory now called Venezuola as to what was 
the western boundary of Guiana. The 
British conquered Guiana in 1795, and the 
Dutoh surrendered to tho British all tho ter- 
ritory that they owned. The British line, 
therefore, is identical with the old Dutch 
lino. Tho dispute with Venezuela 
is therefore one of historic fact 
and 1b to bo proved by treaties 
and surveys and maps made over a hundrod 
years ago. Ib would be amusing to know 
how little the Amorican newspaper men who 
pronounce upon the merits of the dispute so 
dogmatically, and who declare so positively 
that Great Britain is wrong and Venezuela is 
right, know about tho roal morits of the 
dispute. 

It Ib easy to seo, however, that Great 
Britain does not claim now territory : it 
simply declares thab it wants what was ce- 
ded to it whon Guiana wasaonquered a hun- 
dred years ago. " Until this boundary 
line," the London Timos says, " olaimed by 
Great Britain as the boundary line of the 
Dutoh colony conquered in 1795' has boen 
proved to be wrongly claimed tho discussion 
between Groat Britain and Venezuela is one 
simply of historic fact, ami of the compro- 
mise which it may bo found desirable on 
either side to mako, in order to dispose once 
for all of a tedlouB and unprofitable Bourco 
of irritation." 

This being the c*bo it ia easily seen that 
the Mnnroo doctrine does not apply, because 
ib in specific terms declares that colonies al- 
ready established do not corns within its 
scope. The date of tho promulgation of the 
Monroe doctrine, it will be remembered, 
was 1825. At thab date Guiana had been 
thirty years in the possession of-Greab Brit- 
ain. The Amorican jingoes will of course 
reply that Great Britain Is trying to grab 
new territory. This is precisely what they 
do not know and oan nob attempt to prove, 
for bhoy have not seen and very likely never 
heard of tho documents on which the British 
claim Is based. 

Our readers will remember that in 1886" 
and succeeding years the American tall- 
talkers wore just as sura that tho Amorican 
claim to excuaivo jurisdiction in i&ehring Sea 
was unquestionably sound. The United 
Statea had bought it from Russia when it 
had purchased Alaska,. and> consequently 
every Britisher found hunting seals was a 
poacher and a pirate, and the United States 
was perfectly justified in treating him as 
such. This was tho American jingo con- 
tention up to the vory day in which 
the Paris Arbitrators bogan thoir work. 
But tho absurdity of claiming Behring 
Sea as a olosod soa was bo appar- 
ent that it was almost luughod out 
of court. Tho claim that tho United Statos 
had property in tho seals, which was pre- 
ferred by tho nowapapors, eharod tho same 
fate, lb had not a log to stand on. Tho 
jingo editors know a groat ddal moro about 
the Behring Sea question than they do 
about the Vonezuolan quosti&a, and it was 
much more easily understood. Yot we now 
boo how widely they wero mistaben and 
how little moro compotonb bo connidor bho 
bhoughb of tho clause which had boon so 
blustoringly mado. But the jingoes havo 
not profittod'in tho least by the lesson that 
they were thon taught. The Venezuelan 
question is a long way boyond thorn, but 
that consideration does not prevont their 
" holloring " hideously about ib.

The 
samples brought back by bhe parby are vory 
similar to the ore of the famous Trail Creek 
mines, carrying some gold on the 
surface. Five hundred pounds of 
It was brought down to be assayed, and 
ahould tho roturna be as satisfactory aa ex 
pected it will moan a great deal for Via 
toria. RIghb on the saaboard, wibhin easy 
reaoh of this oity, these ledges are most fav- 
orably situated bo be worked aud tho ore 
shipped far moro advantageously than oan 
the oreB of the Interior, while Victoria 
would naturally bo tho oontre from whioh 
supplies would be Bhipped to tho district. 
Aa exploration proceeds In tho district 
about Alborni and Barolay Sound the indi- 
cations of extensive and valuablo gold fields 
booome more and moro assured.

It is likely that within the next few daya 
informations will bo laid at wholesalo against 
tho Chineao lottorles in town. The trouble 
ariBca over a dispute about the non payment 
of a priz3 by an agent of ono of these lotter 
iea to a whito man. Some two weeks age 
he purchasod a ticket from a Storo street 
Chineso agenb of the Yuen Leo Company. 
The ticket drew tho capital prize of $1,170, 
exoluaive of tho oommlssion. Tho agent 
paid over §400, but the remalndor was no 
forthcoming, whoreupon the white man 
raised a row, but to no effect. Tho agent 
blamed the company for not paying, while 
the company atate thab the whole price of 
tho ticket waB not paid In to them, but only 
a portion — and on thab they had paid, the 
proportion that ib drow. The method em- 
ployed by agonta is nob alwayB to pay over 
the whole of the price of tho tickets 
to bhe lottery companies, as the 10 per 
cent, commission Ib too small to make It 
worth while. Inatead, an agonb will often 
keep the money paid by the purchaser of a 
ticket and assume the risk Instoad of bhe 
bank.

Entire Neglect of Duty Ig the Charge 
Against the Electric Lighting: 
Superintendent. 



To Be Considered in Public -Corpora- 
tion Property Missing — Fire 
Department Vacancy. 



Thero was a full mooting of the council 
last evening, Mayor Toague presiding, and 
the nowly appointod City Solicitor, Mr. C. 
Duboia Mason, attending for the first time. 
A letter from Thomas A, Bryden, roforring 
to tho lino of the North road, was roferred 
to the solicitor. 

H. H. Macdonald wrote asking the cor- 
poration to buy certain moulds borrowed 
from him in 1801 and still In the possession 
of tho city. Referred to the sewor com 
rnitteo. 

Wator Commissioner Raymur submitted 
an account from the waterworks engineer, 
Mr. Jorgonsen, for §101.17, being 2.\ per 
cent, on the amount of the estimated cust of 
proposed improvements between tho coffer 
dam and filter beds, pinna for which ho had 
prepared by request ; and also an account 
for §78 from Mr. Jorgenson which ho had 
paid to W. R. Marshall for assistance be- 
fore a clerk of tho works was appointed, 
Tho wator commiasionor also reported on 
the matter of tho application of tho Cliff 
house for wator sorvice that the coat would 
be $400, only one consumer to be benefited. 
Report adoptod and Mr. Jorgenson'a account 
of $101 17 reforred to water committee to 
ascertain whether or not it is a proper 
charge. 

ELECTRIC LIGHT AFFAIRS. 

Ald Bra<:c;, ohairman of tho olootric 
light committee, presented a report respect- 
ing charges of neglect of duty agalnat M. 
Hutohoson, electric light superintendent. 

Ald. Partridge objected to goiug on 
with this matter, as Mr. Hutchoson has not 
yet bad a oopy of the charges. 

The City Cleric stated that a oopy was 
mailed to Mr. Hutcheson on Saturday 
morning. 

Ald. Cameron also objected on tho 
ground thas the person aoausod has not yet 
receivod the oopy of the charges mailed to 
him, and further bacause it was understood 
between the aldermen that the buainoss 
ehould not como up again until next Thurs- 
day. 

The Mayor said he had so understood, 
and if the report had been read ho would 
have asked tho council to dofer conaidura- 
tion. 

Ald. BRAGG did not aoo why tho report 
which he had thought fit to present should 
not bo road at once. Ho thought it strange 
thab thore Bhould be such objections raised 
against an attempt to investigate an im- 
portant department, 

The Mayor aBked if the other two mem- 
bers of the committee had signed the report. 

Ald. Bragg replied that they had not, as 
it was his own report as ohairman. 

The Mayor Baid if tho other two 
signed it he would have it read now, but not 
otherwise. 

Ald. Maclellan said tho understanding 
at tho private meotingon Thursday was th»t 
a copy of the charges ehould be sent to Mr. 
Hutcheson, and after ho had bad time to 
reply that a meeting Bhould bo held on next 
Thursday to consider them. 

Ald, Macmillak held that proper pre- 
caution had not been taken to euBuro that 
the copy sent to Mr. Hutoheson was re- 
ceived by him. He thought the whole affair 
was one of apitc. 

Ald. Wilson- was surprised at these re- 
marks from Aid. Macmillan, who at tho pri- 
vate meeting on Thursday was one of the 
loudest in demanding publicity, 

Ald, Partridge, while Aid. Wilson waB 
yet Bpeuking, rose to a point of order, de- 
manding from the Mayor a ruling aa to 
whether or not tho report could bo received 
or discussed. 

The Mayor— Will you sit down, gentle- 
men ; my ruling ia that you both sit down. 

Ald, Partridge— I refuso to aocopb that 
ruling, Mr. Mayor ; I am a representative 
of tho people, and 1 demand the right to be 
heard and anBwered. 

The Mayor— I am going to have the re- 
port road — thab ia my ruling. 

The report wbb then road, aB follows : 
Victoria, Nov. 4, 1895. 
" To Hi» Worship Ike Mayor and Board of 
Alder nun : 

" Gentlemen :— Ab chairman of tho elec- 
tric lighting committee I consider it my duty 
to bring before the council a charge of gross 
neglect of duty agalnBt Mr. Hutcheann, ex- 
tending over tho whole period ho has held 
the position aa superintendent of tho depart- 
ment. 

" Personally, I regret having to take thia 
step, for varioua reasons, amongst which 
may bo mentioned that 1 had no wiBh to 
make tho affair public for the sake of Mr. 
Hutchoson himself, and alao of avoiding 
another scandul in the city government, but 
the attitude of cortain aldermen who have 
made Insinuations of spiteful and other un- 
worthy motives, and tho fact that tho affair 
has become public, cause me to bring the 
case bofore tho council in this manner. 

" When Mr, Hutcheson was olected to 
the ofiice ho was given every consideration, 
and it was after a considerable time that 
the eimmlttee was forced to the conclusion 
that ho was neglocting hiB duty. Ho waa 
scarcely ever to be found when ho 
was wanted, either at tho station or on 
tho circuits, and eventually, on tho 7th of 
Octobor, 1 gave directions to tho engineer 
to koop a diary of the times of starting and 
stoppiog tho engino, and the numbor of 
hours tho superintendent was thoro while 
the employes woro at work on tho machin- 
ery- 

" Tho chargOB aro as follows : 

" lab. Koopiug no books or accounts. He 
haa kept no rooord, log or diary of any de- 
scription of tho work of bho department ; in 
fact thoro is nob a scrap of writing to ehow 
tho timo the maohinory has been at work, 
tho quantity of ooal, wator, oil, carbons, or 
other stores consumed ; tho mannor in which 
tho mon havo boon employed, or tholr work- 
ing hours ; such records being necessary in 
order that the oouncil and ratopayora may 
know the Btato of efficiency and tho cost of 
the dopartmont. Nor has ho over given 
directions either to the engineor or foreman 
lamp trimmer to keep any auch log or diary 
so thab thoro is nothing whatever to show 
how tho departmonb ia managed. 

" 2nd. Non-attondaioo at the station or on 
tho lino. He seldom pub in an appearance 
at tho station during tho running hours ; ab 
times absenting himself for a fortnight ab a 
stretch, and once a wook would bo a high 
avorago, as tho accompanying diary will 
show. None of the lamp trimmers havo 
over seen him to apeak to oa duty, either at 
the station or on tho lino ; and tho foreman 
reports thab ho has novcr given him any in- 
structions with rogard to his work ; nor has 
he over been, on any ocoasion, at tho station 
when the men have mustered boforo going 
their rounds. 

" lb wbb understood when ho took tho

alterations Bhould bo done by his staff 
undor his own supervision, bub Buch work 
has all been done by outside labor and paid 
extra for. Tho first bhlng thab drew the 
committee's attention to this was com- 
plaints from residents on tho De- 
vonshire road oircuit, which was shut down 
for five weeks during the months of Juno 
and July, the dynamo having been taken to 
pieces for repairs and left for a month on tho 
iloor of the engine-room without being at 
tended to ; and on another occasion part of 
tho Cadboro Bay circuit was oub for a week 
owing to an armature being defootive and 
not being repaired. 

" Tho committoo could never find him at 
tho Btation or on tho lino, and had a tolo- 
phono pub to his houao ; but that did not 
mend mattera, ao at last, on the 7th of Octo- 
ber, I gave directions to the ongineor to 
koop tho log previously mentioned. From 
tho appondad copy it will be soon that from 
tho 7th to tho 29th of Octobor, inclusive, a 
poriod of 24 days, ho waa only thoro half an 
hour on the 16th and an hour on the 18th. 
Hut. aa on tho latter occasion he only went 
for the purpose of collecting information 
with a viow to obtaining an extra hand for 
day work, it may truthfully be Baid that for 
a poriod of 24 dayB ho waa only on ordinary 
duty half an hour. 

" Under the abovo clroumatancea, and 
taking into consideration tho unfitness of 
Mr. HutchoBon for suoh an important posi- 
tion, I hereby recommend this council to 
dispense with bis services. 

" Edward Bragg, 

" Chairman of Committee." 

The extracts from the diary attaohod to 
tho report showed the hours of each night 
from the 7th to the 21) th of October during 
which tho machinery was in operation, and 
noted the continuous absence of the super- 
intendent, except that on the 16th ho wos 
on hand from !) to 0:30 p.m., and on tho 18th 
from 6:30 to 7:40 p.m. 

After some facotiouB romarke by Aid. Mac- 
millan and othoia with respoct to the recur- 
rence of tho word "ldg," which aa ono Baid 
made the report " smack somewhat of tho 
navy," while another observed that the 
writer appeared to be ab Boa, Aid. Cam- 
eron moved that the report be laid over, 
and a copy furnished to Mr. Hutcheeon. 

Ald. Bragg epoko in justification of his 
aotlon in the matter, which ho folt ho roally 
should have taken two months ago. 

Ald Macmillan, to giva tho accused 
plonty of time, moved to have th« matter 
considered ab a publio meeting of the coun- 
cil, on Tuesday evening of next week. 
Carried. 

Ald Macmillan wanted to know about 
tho tools which wore said to havo bean 
missing when Mr Cartmel relinquished tho 
control of affair* 

The MAYOR said he know nothing about 
any such tt> a. 

Ald Fr^gg said ho had no doubt Mr. 
Cartmel *, ill be able to give a satisfactory 
answer. 

Ald. Macmillan retorted that he had 
had an answer from Mr. Cartmel poraonal- 
ly, but he wanted now to hear from the 
committee. 

Ald. Wilson Btated that tho tools in 
question wore put in the old eloctrio light 
premises on Vates street, unfortunatoly 
without being locked up. They wero not 
stamped In any way. Somo persons got ac- 
oess to thorn, during Mr. Cartmol'a term of 
office in connootion with tho new station, 
and they gob pretty well scattered. One 
crowbar for instance waB found at Oak Bay, 
another at Reck Bay. and Btlll another im- 
plement on DouglaB street. Somo of them 
are Btlll missing. 

An application for assistance by Mrs. 
Fruncoa Jackson was read. Sho asked to 
bo sent to San Frauciooo, whero friends 
will look after hor, she boing old and a 
helpless invalid. Ordered granted. 

Market Superintendent JohnBon submit- 
ted hie ironthly report, which was adopted, 

Robert Ledingham asked to bo again as- 
signed to duty in tho fire department, thoro 
being now a vacanoy. 

Ai.n Wilson said ho believed tho vacancy 
had beon filled by the Chlof. 

Ald. Macmillan polntod oub that tho 
fire wardenB had reported on the Ledingham 
caso that he had not been reinstated bo- 
cause thore waB no vacancy — tho inforonce 
being that when ono occurred it would bo 
given to him. Ho wanted to know whether 
tho Chief or the fire wardens makj appoint- 
ments. 

Communication laid on tho table until 
reading of tiro wardens' report. 

C. W. Kor and other reBidontB of Eequi- 
malt road wrote aBking for a piece of mdo- 
walk, which thoy would havo to put down 
themselves if the counoil does nob act at 
unco. R ferred to street committee with 
power to act. 

Ald Macmillan wished tho committeo 
ordered to loy cho sidewalk. 

Ald Maclellan Baid it soemed to him 
Aid Maomillan'a plan is to move for side- 
walks in all parta of tho city during tho last 
two months before tho elections, whon ho 
knows vory well thab bhe funds aro almost 
exhausted. Sldowalks aro nob so cheap ae 
the talk of tho alderman. 

Tho cemetery oommittco asked an appro 
priation of $50 for ropaira to tho caretaker'n 
lodge. Granted. 

Routino roporta from tho financo commit- 
too wore road and adoptod. 

The firo wardona roportod no fundB on 
hand for a hydrant to bo placed on tho 
Gorge road, requoatod by Mr. J. R. Car- 
miohaol. Aleo that they had granted two 
monthB 1 loavo of absenco to David A. Henry, 
who is to malto a trip East. 

Tho reporb was adopbod after Aid. Bragg 
he,d expressed tho hope that money may bo 
found somowhore for the hydranb men- 
tioned ; and the wardons had been requoatod 
to appoint Mr. Ledingham bo any vacancy. 

Tho finanoo oommiUeo reported againsb 
Mr. Dalby's claim for $20. 

Tho atroots committoo reported against 
any action respecting tho E. & N. croaaing 
on tho old Esquimalt road ; and respecting 
other matters, Including the olaim for dam- 
agon respecting tho injuries said to havo 
boon BUBtainod by Mtb. Piper by reason of 
tho eidowalk on Oak Bay avonuo. As thoro 
appeared to bo nothing dofootivo in the 
sidewalk they recommended that tho olalm 
be referred to the olby solicitor. Adopted, 

ThiB being all tho business tho council ad- 
journed ab !) 30 o'clock.

Theodore Durrant Smiles at the Ver 
diet of i-Juilty, Conscious of 
His luuoceuce. 



Will Be Arraigned for the Miuuie 
Williams Murder When Called 
for Sentence. 



San Francisco, Nov. i — The calm and 
confident demeanor of Thoodore Durrani 
continues unrullljd. He chatted alFably 
and unconcernedly to-day to the newspaper 
men who called to aee him at the county 
jail. He denied having stated that Judge 
Murphy, who presided at his trial, had been 
his prosecutor, admitting frankly that Judge 
Murphy's ohargo to the jury had been per- 
fectly fair and his ruling Impartial. "This 
verdict," Durrant continued, " does not 
affect me at all. I felt no different when I 
heard it than I did before it was delivered, 
ai I am just tho same to day. As a matter 
01 .:t, there has beon nothing in all this 
case which has moved mo in any way, and 
there will be nothing. I do not wish to be 
understood as saying that I am insensible to 
feeling, but I know my whole life and just 
what I havo done and have not dono, and a 
consciousness of my innocence buoys me 
up " 

The proBooution is ready to pro- 
ceed with tho trial of tho prisoner 
on the oharge of murdering Min- 
nie Williams, and on Friday when the 
prisoner is brought up for sentence in the 
Maude Lamont oaso will ask that ho bo ar- 
raigned on that charge, and that a dato for 
his trial bo sot. To this the defence will 
object, and usk for a aontinuanco of two 
months, and It is bolieved will ask for a 
change of venue, as it is thought that if by 
any remote chanco the proBocution fails to 
secure a conviction tho result will bo to 
cast a doubt over the justice of the verdict 
in the Lamont oaso. The Impression pre- 
vails that Durrant would gain little by a 
change of venue. It is tho general opinion 
that be is safer here than he would bo in 
any other Bpot in California. Wore he to be 
transferred "to any other place for trial on 
a charge of murdering Minnie WilliamB 
there might bo foor of lynching. Here, 
under the protection of tho Bhoriff and the 
police, and with the militia on hand, he ia 
safe from such public violence as recontly 
occurred at Vureka. 

It is generally agreed that tho man who 
stranclod Blanche Lamont slaughtered Min- 
nie Williams. If a dismissal in tho untried 
case results it will furnish grounds for claim- 
ing a miscarriage of justico In tho case al- 
ready tried, and will furnUh a bids upon 
which to appeal to the governor for execu- 
tive clemency. It haB been Intimated that 
the defenco may alloge insanity as a defence 
in the Williama case. Many physicians and 
experts on mental dlseasea arguo that the 
murderer haB an abnormal brain, but it ia a 
question if they will deolaro him morally Ir- 
responsible for hia acta. 

The district attorney Bays that ab the con- 
clusion of tho preliminary examination of 
Durrant the evidence was much stronger 
in the Lamont than in the Williams oase. 
In developing tho former, however, new and 
stronger, evidenco was adduced in connection 
with the murder of Minnie Williams, so 
that the prosecution claims tho possession of 
much more conclusive proof of tho guilt in 
the case yet to bo tried than in tho trial just 
concluded. 

The moBb important of the new witneaBOB 
Is Aloxauder Zueger, a cabinet maker, a 
member of Emanuel church. He aaya that 
on tho night of April 12 he callod on Mr. 
Tabor, on Twenty-third street. About 8:30 
he left there and started for his home at 12 
Randall plaoe. Ha walkod along Birtlett 
Btreet, and when ho came to Emanuel church 
he saw Durrant and Minnie Williams stand- 
ing at tho Bide door of tho church. This 
Btory ia contradloted by Durrant, who in an 
interview on the night of his arrest stated 
that ho did not soe Minnlo Williams ab all 
on April 12, and had not seen her for three 
weeks prior to that day. 

A PETTY EMPEBOK. 

The King of Korea Adopts Imperial Honors 
and Disgraces Ilia Dead Wife- 
The liecent Outbreak. 

Tokyo, Japan, Oit. IS.— Per steamship 
Peru to San Franciaoo, Nov. 2 —It is ad- 
mitted that a oertain numbor of Japanese 
were engaged in tho recent Korean outbreak. 
It was ab drab believed that some of tbe 
rioters had assumed Japanese dresa, olther 
for disguise or to intimidate the palace 
guards the more easily. The discovery of 
their reai nationality was a painful surprise 
to the authorities in Tokyo, and immodiate 
measures were taken to ascertain tho whole 
truth and to hold the offenders to tho strict- 
er accountability. Suspicion pointed to a 
small body of vagabond soshi, who had 
beon leading a wild life in tho Korean cap 
ital, and who boro tho reputation of boing 
bravos, ready to bo employed in any desper- 
ate edventure. Somo forty of thoso miB- 
creantB wore sent away from Korea about a 
month ago, and now it appears that tho 
deportation should have been still more 
sweeping. Tho supposition 1b that the Jap- 
anese lately arrested with tho fugitive 
Prince Pak were taken into tho service of 
the Tal Won Kun, and used by him tc oxo- 
cuto his sohemo of rovongo on the Queen. 
In order to provenb tho doparturo of other 
disreputable characters for Korea, tho Em- 
peror of Japan IsBuod, on October 15, a de- 
cree forbidding his subjects, under heavy 
peaaltloB, to visit tho hermit kingdom ex- 
cept by spocial permission of the govern- 
ment. 

The Tai Won Kun haa made himaelf su- 
preme by cauBlng tho aBsaasination of the 
Queen, hia enemy; and by threats against 
the liveB of tho King and Crown Prince haB 
compelled bhe wretched monarch to publicly 
disgrace hia dead wife and roduco her, by 
special edict, to tho grado of a ooncublne. 
Subsequently, however, tho grief of the 
Crown Prinoo moved tho King to confer up- 
on the lifoloaa and dishonored body a title 
equivalent bo " vioo Quoon." In another do- 
creo ho promised immunity to tho Ming fam- 
ily, to which tho Queon belonged, and the 
members of which ho had provioualy out- 
lawed. It ia announced that tho King of 
Korea will presently put aside tho title ho 
now boara and adopt that of Ko Toi. ThiB 
is identical with the title of tho aovoreigna 
of China and Japan, which in oominonly 
translated Emporor.

JAPAN AND KOREA. 

Her Policy One of Non-interference — Her 
Troops In That Country to Insure 
Tranquillity. 

Washington, Nav. 2. — A precise defini- 
tion of tho designs of Japan respecting 
Korea h»H beon obtained at laat by all the 
powora concerned, for it is assumed the fol- 
lowing cablegram, which wbb handed to Sec- 
retary Olney on Thuraday by Mr. Kurino, 
the Japanese minister here, has also been 
sent to all tho Japanese legations In Europe; 
"In regard to our attitude in Korea, you 
are authorized to declare to the following 
effect to the government of the United 
States : Tho Japanese troops are now sta- 
tioned in Korea to insuro tranquillity, as well 
as to protect our legations, consulates and 
subjoots, and also to maintain the indis- 
pensable linoB of communication with 
our army, whioh is Btill in occupa- 
tion of tho Llao Tung peninsular. 
The troops intondod for the latter purposo 
aro much largor in numbor, but the nones 
aity for keoping suoh troops will, however, 
cease with the ovacuatlon of the Llao Tung 
peninsula, and so muoh of these troooa will 
then be withdrawn from Korea Th) Japan- 
ese government hopo that tho E.oroan gov- 
ernment, having already entered upon the 
work of reforms, may sucooed and bo able to 
maintain order, and ovon to protect foreign- 
ers, though our troops are withdrawn. The 
Japaneao government, having no other de- 
signs, aro not desirous of prolonging tho 
maintenance of our troops In Korea ; fur- 
thermore, wo ehould bo oxtromely tfratifiod 
if. wo wore rolievod from such obligation.

REVOLUTIONIST WILCOX. 

The Hawaiian Patriot Divorced From an 
Italian Baroness Whom He Married 
Under False Pretences. 

London, Nov, ,'i —A despatch from Rome 
describes tho troubles which led to the 
divorce suit brought by the Baroness Giana 
Sobroro against R, W. Wlloox, the Hawai- 
ian revolutionist , who was sontoacod to death 
in January of tho preeont year, but which 
Bentenco was aftorward commuted to thirty- 
fivo yoarB' imprisonment and §10,000 tine. 
The Bironess balonga to a distinguished 
family of Piedmont, and it appears Bhe met 
Wilcox in Turin, to which oily he had boon 
sent by the Hawaiian government to atudy 
militia tao;ics. Ho deolared himself to be 
tho heir to tho throno of Hawaii. The 
Baroness succeeded In obtaining the consent 
of her family to thoir marriage, which was 
celebrated with pomp. Among the many 
splendid presonta receivod was one purport- 
ing to havo been sent from the " King of 
Hawaii." The Baroness later on accom- 
panied her husband to Hawaii, whero she 
found that Wilcox was roally tho son of a 
carpenter and a Kanaka woman. She re- 
proached Wlloox for his perfidy, and hb, 
fearing eho would denounce him, treated her 
cruelly and kepb her under lock and key. 
After a numbar of adventures the Baroness 
roturnod to Italy whero aho obtained a disso- 
lution of marriige by bhe ohurch on tho 
ground that Wiloox was not a Cabholic, and 
now she has succeeded in obbalning a legal 
civil divorce on the ground of " miabakon 
identity," in effect that Wilcox, in order bo 
marry her, misrepresented Mb position.

The "City of Topeka's" Return From 
Alaska— Painiul Accidents in 
Distant Alaska. 



A brief call, lasting not over an hour, was 
m&do by the Btearnship City of Topeka 
while on hor way to the Sound from Alaska 
early yeaterday morning. As usual, ohe 
carried a big number of pasBongors, princi- 
pal among whom were mining moahom dif- 
ferent mineral districts of the far North. 
Only three passengers landod horo — H. 
Lynch, a miner from Douglas island, 
who proceeded to San FranalBco by 
the direct steamer last ovening ; 
J. C. Calbreatb, of Fort Wrangel j 
and J. Mellor, a Casaiar minor. The laat 
montioned reports several ledges in the 
vicinity of Dease lako and MoDimo show- 
ing signa of gold duBt, but In suoh a limited 
amount chat he considers them worthless 
for development. Among the Items of Alas- 
kan nows aro two accidents, ono to Henry 
Buck, a well known Yukoner, and the other 
to Captain Healay, of tho U.S. revenue 
cutter Bear. The formor was on board a 
steamer whloh was being hauled up a rapids 
on tho Yukon by means of a rope tied to a 
tree ashore. He was struok through tho 
lines breaking and lost both foot Instantly, 
Before anything oould be done for him 
he died from loss of blood. Capt. Healey's 
accident happened at Ounalaska, and came 
near ending his life. He was about to em- 
bark in a Bmall boat and in the act slipped 
off the wharf and fell a considerable dis- 
tance into the water, his back striking a 
floating log. Medical attention was given 
him immediately on board the Boar and 
for a time it was feared to no benefit. 

THE "RAND" CHANGES OWNERS. 

A fourth schooner wbb yesterday added 
to the llaet which has just been purchased 
by C-»pt. Buoknam and his associates, and 
in a few days a fifth will probably become 
the property ef tho cyndlcato. The lateBt 
acquisition is the C. D. Rar.d, of Vancouver, 
a 61 -ton en ft, and in evory respect a staunch 
and trim little vesBel. The terms of the pur- 
chase are kept private. What schooner will 
make the fifth and — it la understood — the 
lane of the now fleet is aB yet undecided. 
Yesterday tho first purchased and probably 
the least desirable of the schooners waa 
launched from Bullen's waya, Enquimalfc, 
where Bhe had been for the paBt month being 
treati <1 to an expensive overhauling. Eich

EFFICIENCY COMPETITION. 

The Relative Standing of U»b Companies of 
the Garrison Artillery. 

The annual inepec-iui> of tho British Col- 
umbia Battalion »] G.irrison Artillery waa 
completed on S»iurduy, when No. 4 Com- 
pany at Westminster was reviewed by 
Lleut.-Col. 1'etora, DAG Tho commander 
of tho batulion, Lieut Col. Prior, M.P., 
went with him from Victoria, and Major 
Townley from Vancouver also was an inter- 
erostrd spectator. Tho results, as taken for 
the purposes of tho general cilicienoy returnB 
of the Domlnlor artillery, were as follows, 
in the order of morit of the several com- 
panies, tho namos of whoso oommanding 
officers are given : 

No. 3, Victoria— Major F. B. Gregory- 
two ofllcors : 151.0 

No. 5, Vancouvor— Major T. O. Townley 

-flvo olilcors : 131.5 

No. 1, Victoria— Major A. G. Sargiaon— 

four olilcors : 128 5 

No. 2 Vlct.oria-MnjorB. Williams-three 

otlicors: 102.0 

No. 4, Westminater— Lieut. II. F. Clinton 

— throo ofllcors: 09.5 

The details of the points awarded appaar 
below, but need a little explanation. In the 
first placo, each company Is allowed five 
officers, but only one has the fall comple- 
ment, and the officers' questions being ar- 
ranged to go round the full strength with- 
out repetition, oach company short of offi- 
cers lost marks in proportion, Irrespective of 
tho answers roturned by vhoso present, The 
same syatom was followed with respect to 
the non-commiBsioncd officoro. Most of tho 
oompanies are bolow their authorized 
strength in tho matter of men, and tempor- 
ary absonco from the city, illness and other 
unavoidable causes further thinned the 
ranks, tho heavy deductions for absentoea 
being thus accounted for ; while the lack of 
these men Is in largo moaauro tho explana- 
tion of tho low scoring for gun drill. For 
example, No. 2 company, who roceived only 
about forty-fivo per cent, of the marks al- 
lowed for gun drill, put in four teams who 
on their own merits would have been mark- 
ed close up to the possible. The Mainland 
companies havo no guns, and had to lose all 
the marks for gun drill, bet had of couree 
the partly compensating advantage of being 
able to devoto so much more time to infan- 
try work and tho preparation of answers to 
questions. Hero is tho story as told by the 
figures :

THE " ASLODK " IN PORT.. 

She, Too, Makes the Acquaintance of the 
Typhoon-Tne"Belgic" Little Injured 
by Her Kest fon the Rocks. 

Tho big O. R. & N. BteamBhip AbIouo, 
Captain Murray commanding, oomploiecl 
her Becond trip from the Orient under the 
present charter, early thl» morning, having 
made the run over fi-om Yokohama In fast 
time deaplte the prevailing rough weather 
on tho Asiatlo coast. BBtween Hongkong 
and Shanghai sho experienced the full fury 
of tho typhoon, taking nine dayB in 
the run between the two points named, 
but coming through tho hurrloano right Bide 
up with care. From Yokohama, which port 
she left behind on the 18th of October, Bho 
had a fairly good passage. The news had 
been received ere she woighod anchor that 
the redoubtable Black Flag had surrendered 
to tho Japanese forces in Formosa, while in 
Yokohama harbor tho 'Frisco ateamer Bolgio 
was apokon as she was making prcparationa 
to procood to Hongkong dock for repairs. 
Sho had miraculously oaoaped serious dam- 
ago on tho rocks, and was so little injured 
that Bho waa intonding to continue her trip 
to Hongkong under her own ateam and 
without escort. Tho mystery of how tho 
Belgio accident occurred appoars aa far from 
aolution aa ever, though dark hintB are in 
genoral circulation on tho other aido of tho 
water. 

Aa firet class paseongers Uio AdIouu 
brought back to America a Portland party 
who have been aoolng Japan and China, tho 
personnel being as follows : Mr. and Mrs. 
B. S. Shermerhorn, Mr. J. C. Black (a 
aon of the Portland collector of ous- 
toniB), and Mr, AlphonBo Houseman. She 
haB alao olevon Chlneao in the steerage, all 
for Vlotorla, and a mlacellaneoua oargo com- 
prising ohitfly tea, rice aDd silk, and 
amounting roughly to 3,000 odd tona. 

Discharging will commence at daylight 
this morning, and the ship Ib oxpeoted to 
loave before night, having first takeu on all 
tho Victoria cargo outward bound — 
for she will not call again before paBsing 
on her way back to Japan. Among the 
shipments to bo forwarded to Japan by hor 
is one of a thousand barrels of 
lime, besides a consignment of first- 
clasB deck planking from Moodyvllle 
to be used in the construction of now ships 
of war to be built at home by tho govern- 
ment of tho Mikado. Tho AbIouo carries 
Oriental coal for the return voyage it being 
found more profitable to tako fuel for the 
round trip on tbe other side than to carry 
flour from Amorica at the prevailing rato of 
§1 per ton.
